I.  BE  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 

Baltimore.  That  tbe  line  of  extension  located  by  the  Board  of  War-  JPoJt..War" 

dens  line  on 
dens  on    the    south   side  of  the    Harbour  or  north  west  branch  of  tne  S.  side  of 

Patapsco  River  in  May  1813,  a  plat  of  which  was  returned  by  the  Harbour, 
ibein  in  September  last,  and  which  is  deposited  in  their  office  with 
the  said  line  thereon  delineated,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  the  line  or  limit  beyond  which  no  Wharf  or  Wharves 
•hall  hereafter  be  constructed  or  made  in  that  part  of  the  Har- 
bour of  Baltimore,  from  t lie  Wharf  formerly  called  Harbaugh's 
Wharf,  to  Locust  Point. 

II.  Jnd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  extension  or  Wharf      No    exten 

>hall  hereafter  be  made,  built   or  constructed,  on  that  part  of  the  Sl?n  of

tioned  line  at  Harbaugh's  Wharf  or  the  west  side  of  Montgomery 
Street,  to  Johnson  Street,  unless  such  extension  or  wharf  be  made 
or  constructed  in  conformity  to  the  yellow  line  shaded  blue  as  de- 
lineated, and  shown  on  a  plat  or  chart  of  a  survey  made  under  the 
direction  and  superintendence  of  the  Board  of  Wardens  aforesaid, 
on  the  first  of  the  present  month  of  May,  and  deposited  in  their 
office.  And  if  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  the  property  in- 
eladed  within  the  black  letters  B  to  C  as  marked  on  the  said  plat, 
.bali  deem  hiuu  or  themselves  authorized,  or  empowered,  under 
.my  supposed  prior  right,  to  extend  further  into  the  Basin  than  the- 
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aforementioned  yellow  and  blue  shaded  line,  then  and  in  that  cas«> 
it   is  hereby   expressly  declared,  that    the  said  proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors shall  be  strictly   confined   and  limited  to   such  supposed 
prior  right  or  permission  in  all  its  parts. 
Further  III.  And  be  it  enacted   and   ordained,  That   all    extensions   or 

metes  of  the  wharves  hereafter  to  be  made,  built  or  constructed,  in  that  part  of 
jiJ,c  the   Harbour,  including  the  Cove  between   Price's  wharf,  Fell's 

Point,  and  the  Sugar  House  wharf  near  Harris's  Creek,  shall 
be  extended  or  made  in  the  following  manner  and  shall  not 
exceed  the  following  limits,  viz.  from  the  north  east  corner 
of  Price's  wharf,  running  northerly  by  and  with  the  dotted  line, 
to  the  letter  A  at  a  point  four  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet, 
easterly  from  Wolf  Street,  and  sixty  feet  south  of  Allisanna  Street 
as  designated  and  laid  down  on  a  plat  of  a  survey  and  locations 
made  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Wardens  aforesaid,  on  the 
second  of  the  present  instant,  which  plat  is  deposited  in  their  of- 
fice :  and  from  the  letter  A  or  point  aforesaid,  easterly  with  the 
black  line  on  the  said  plat  to  B,  and  thence  with  the  right  angled 
lines  as  thereon  delineated  to  J,  at  the  Sugar  House  Wharf,  or  to

gally acquired   right  of  extension,   either   from  the  old  Board  of 
Port  Wardens  or  under  the  Corporation.     Provided,  That  all  ex- 
tensions or   wharves,    made  under  the    authority   of  this  Ordi- 
nance, or  otherwise,  within  the  bounds  aforesaid,  shall  be  made, 
built  or  constructed  in  a  good  and  substantial  workmanlike  manner, 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  Port  Wardens,     And  provided  also,  That 
the  several   persons  who  may  hereafter  extend  or   wharf  out  their 
grounds  under  this  Ordinance,  or   the  permission  hereby  granted) 
shall  at  the  same  time  extend  and  fill  up   Allisanna  Street  as  far 
as  the  same  extends  through  their  grounds  respectively,  and  the 
same  leave  open  as  a  public  highway  for  ever  thereafter.

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Ordinance  permitted  to  be  extended,  shall  at  the  same  time  be 
extended  with  the  private  property  of  the  several  aud  respective 
proprietors  who  may  extend  their  grounds,  at  the  expense  of  the 
persona  >o  extending  respectively,  as  fur  as  the  same  may  pas> 
through  their  property,  and  be  left  us  public  highway!  for  ever 
liter.

An  Ordinance  topravidefor  more  effectually  lighting 
the  Streets,  Squares,  Lanes  and  Alleys  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore. 

WHEREAS  it  ii  represented  to  the  Major  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  by  Rembrandt  IVale.  on  behalf  of  himself  and  others 
who  have  a^-ociated  and  funned  a  company  by  the  name  and  title 
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of  "The  Gas  Light  Company  of  Baltimore,*'  that  they  are  willing 
to  contract  to  light  the  Streets,  Squares,  Lanes  and  Alleys  of  this 
City,  in  a  more  effectual  manner,  and  with  more  safety,  conveni- 
ence and  beauty  by  means  of  Carburetted  hydrogen  gas,  than  they 
heretofore  have  been  lighted  by  means  of  oil,  without  causing  any 
increased  expenee  to  the  City  for  lighting  the  same  extent  of  streets 
or  space :  and  the  said  company  have  prayed,  that  the  Mayor  may 
oontrac?  with  De  authorized  to  contract   with  them  for  that  purpose;  and  also, 
the  Gas  light  that  they  may  be  authorized  to  lay  pipes  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
companv  veying  the  Gas  along  and   under  the  streets,    squares,   lanes   and 

alleys  of  the  city ;  and  the  City  Council  being  desirous  of  giving 
every  reasonable  assistance  to  promote  the  laudable  views  of  the 
said  company,  and  of  having  the  city  lighted  in  the  most  effectual 
manner,  which  the  means  usually  appropriated  to  that  object  will 
accomplish,  Therefore, 
Gas  liehl  I-  BE  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 

compam  per-  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  "  The  Gas  Light 
pipes  under*  Company  of  Baltimore"  aforesaid,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
the  stive ts,  to  proceed  to  lay  or  cause  to  be  laid  along*  and  under  the  streets, 
squares,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  city  paved  or  uupaved,  such  and  so 
many  pipes  as  may  be  necessary  to  convey  the  Gas  from  their  manu 
factory  or  manufactories,  which  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  esta- 
blish and  carry  on  within  the  city,  until  such  permission  be  revoked 
to  and  along  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley  which  they  shall  pro- 
pose to  light,  and  also  to  supply  with  light  any  house  or  other  place 
belonging  to  any  individual  or  company  adjacent  to  any  such 
afreet,  square,  lane  or  alley  in  or  along  which  the  said  pipes  shall 
be  so  laid,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  repair  or  remove 
Provided  always,  That  the  said  company  shall  not  iu  any  manner 
injure  or  displace  any  pipe  or  pipes  laid  or  to  be  laid  by  the  Bal- 
timore Water  Company  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  water  into  or 
through  any  part  of  the  city  or  precincts  ;  and  provided  also,  That 
"  The  Gas  Light  Company  of  Baltimore"  aforesaid,  shall,  im- 
mediately after  laying,  repairing  or  removing  any  pipe  or  pipes 
M  aforesaid  in  any  street  or  part  of  a  street,  square,  lane  or  alley, 
and  always  within  two  days  after  being  thereto  required  by  the 
city  commissioners,  cause  to  be  filled  up,  repaired  and  repaved, 
at  their  own  expenee,  every  such  street,  or  part  of  a  street,  square, 
lane  or  alley,  as  the  said  company  may  find  it  necessary  to  dig, 
impair  or  unpave,  for  the  purpose  of  altering,  laying  or  removing 
any  pipe  or  pipes  as  aforesaid.     And  if  the  said   company   shall. 
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*mit  or  neglect  to  fill  up,  repair,  or  repave  any  such  street,  square, 
lane  or  allev,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  shall  omit  or  neglect  Co  re- 
move and  take  away  any  dirt  or  rubbish  which    may  remain  after 
the  laying}  altering   or  removing   such  pipe  or  pipes,  or  after  fil- 
ling up.  repairing  or  repaying  as  aforesaid,  for  the  space  of  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  time  which  shall  be  limitted  by  the  city  com- 
mittionen  in  their  notlM  for  that  purpose,  the  said  company  shall 
for  every  such  omission  or  neglect,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the       ]y   ui!      on 
eity,  inch  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  as  any  justice  of  the  on 
peace  for  Baltimore  County  shall   adjudge,  on  a  warrant  to  be  is-  M' "^ct^  u\ 
sued  in  the  name  of  the    Mayor   and    City    Couneil  of  Baltimore,  the  provision* 
against  the  President  or  other  known  officer  of  the  said  company,  of  t,us    01fd** 
and  also  the  sum   of  live  dollars  to  be  recovered   as  aforesaid,  for 
every  day  they  shall   neglect   or  refuse  so  to  do.  after  the  issuing 
of  any  warrant   by  a  justice  of  the  peace   for  the  recovery  of  the 
said  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

If.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  company  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  prescribed  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance,  entitled,  u  An  Ordinance  to  encourage  the  introduction 
of  Water  into  the  City  of  Baltimore,"  and  of  the  several  supple- 
ments thereto,  so  far  as  the  same  can  within  the  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  Ordinance  be  rendered  applicable  to  the  said  company, 
and  se  far  as  they  arc  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  that  the  said  company  shall  be  particularly  sub- 
jected to  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  and  supplements  afore- 
said, respecting  the  repairing  and  repaving  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  through  which  the  Gas  may  be  conveyed;  removing  the 
rubbish  remaining  from  the  laying  or  repairing  the  necessary  pipes,  Former  i  c- 
and  the  repavement  by  the  company,  of  such  streets,  lanes  or  naltics. 
alleys  as  may  be  insufficiently  repay ed,  or  prove  defective  within 
si\  months  from  the  time  of  their  being  repaved,  and  that  the  said 
penalties  contained  in  the  provisions  of  the  sawl  Ordinance  and 
supplements,  shall  be  recovered  from  the  President  or  other  known 
officer  of  the  said  eompany,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
mode  hereinbefore  prescribed  and  directed. 

III.  Jnd  be  it  vnactrd  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  shall 
impair,  obstruct,  displace  or  injure  any  pipe  or  any  part  of  the 
maehin-iv  which  shall  be  used  or  employed  by  the  tftjd  eompany 
in  manufacturing,  conducting  or  conveying  the  said  Gas,  or  in  any 
wav  impede  the  circulation  or  cause  a  waste  of  the  said  Gms,  lie 
h.  .  iliall  for  every  such  oftence,  forfeit  and  pay  such  miiii  not 
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exceeding  twenty  dollars,  as  any  justice  of  the  peace  shall  adjudge, 
one  half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use 
of  the  city:  and  such  person  shall  also  be  liable  to  pay  damages 
for  the  injury  which  the  said  company  may  sustain. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  the  said  Rembrandt  Peale  and 
the  other  members  of  "  The  Gas  Light  Company  of  Baltimore/* 
or  with  the  agent  or  officer  of  the  said  company  duly  authorized 
for  that  purpose,  to  light  the  whole  of  the  streets,  squares,  lanes 
and  alleys  of  this  city,  or  from  time  to    time,  for  the  lighting   of 
any  one  street,  or  part  of  a  street,  square,  lane  or  alley,  as  he 
may  deem   adviseable,  on   such  terms   and  conditions  as  to  the 
*i?h  The^Gas  Mayor  sha11  aPPear  reasonable :  Provided,  That  no  such  contract 
lipht company  shall  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year,  and  also  that  the

as  the  said  company  shall  continue  to  light  the  city  with  as  much 
economy, safety  and  as  effectually  as  the  same  can  or  could  be  lighted 
by  means  of  oil,  or  by  any  other  company  which  may  be  establish- 
ed, or  by  any  other  means,  and  no  longer ;  Provided  always,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  reserve  to  themselves 
the  right  of  annulling  any  such  contract,  and  also  of  annulling 
and  withdrawing  any  or  all  of  the  privileges  granted  by  this  Or- 
dinance if  it  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  appear  to  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  that  the  manufacture  of  Gas,  or  the  use  of  it  as 
a  means  to  light  the  city,  injures  the  health  or  endangers  the  pro] 
perty  of  the  citizens  in  a  greater  degree  than  the  use  of  oil  for  the 
same  purpose.

ACTS 


OF  THE 

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

RELATING  TO  THE 


An  Act  relating  to  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  next,  the  City  of 
Baltimore  shall  be  divided  into  twelve  wards,  as  nearly  equal  in 
population  as  may  be,  and  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  as 
nearly  as  practicable  in  right  lines.  And  when  the  number  of  its 
inhabitants  shall  have  increased  to  ninety  thousand,  the  said  City 
ihall  be  divided  into  fourteen  wards,  and  when  it  shall  have  in- 
creased to  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand,  the  said  city  shall 
be  divided  into  sixteen  wards;  and  when  it  shall  have  increased 
to  one  hundred  ami  sixty  thousand,  the  said  city  shall  be  divided 
into  eighteen  wards;  and  when  it  shall  have  increased  to  two  hun- 
dred thousand,  the  said  city  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  wards. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  to  correct  the  divisions 
from  time  to  time.  M  as  to  preserve  as  accurately  as  may  be,  an 
equal  number  of  inhabitants  in  each  ward.    ' 

2.  Jind  be  it  enacted*  That  the  annual  session  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Ualtimore,  shall  hereafter  commence  on  ihe  6rst  Monday  of 
January.  Two-thirds  of  each  branch  <liall  be  a  quorum  to  do  bu- 
siness :   An«l  all  [ht-.<>!is   holding  office*  under   the  Corporation    of 

II,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  nets  of  Assem- 
bly, or  by  ordinances  of  the  City,  be  nnderstood  to  hold  loeh  off 
during  t},-  pleasure  of  the  Mayor.     And   the  Mayor  of  the  City 
•hall  nominate,  and,  by  and  frith  the  ad\ice  aud  consent  of  a  eon- 
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veution  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  shall  appoint  all 
officers  under  the  Corporation,  except  the  r  egister  of  the  City, 
and  the  clerks  employed  by  the  city  or  under  their  authority.  The 
Register  shall  be  appointed  by  a  convention  of  the  two  branches  of 
the  City  Council,  biennially,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Mayor,  re- 
moveable  nevertheless,  at  pleasure,  by  a  convention  of  the  said 
two  branches.  But  vacancies  in  office,  happening  in  the  recess  of 
the  sessions,  shall  be  filled  as  heretofore. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  next,  the  number  of  electors  of  Mayor,  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  number  of  wards  in  the  city.  Aud  for  the  purpose  of 
accomplishing  more  effectually  the  objects  intended  by  the  act,  en- 
titled, "  \n  act  providing  for  the  appoiutment  of  bailiffs  for  the 
City  of  Baltimore,*'  the  bailiffs  of  the  said  city,  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  be  made  in  the  manner  of  other  City  Officers,  and  whoso 
number  shall  not  be  less  than  five,  may  exercise  all  the  powers,  be 
entitled  to  all  the  emoluments,  and  shall  perform  ail  the  duties  of 
constables,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  provided  that  they  shall 
first  take  the  oaths,  and  execute  the  bonds,  (with  security  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Mayor)  which  are  prescribed  by  law  for  constables. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  direct  taxes,  on  the 
Assessment  of  private  property  within  the  city,  to  such  amount  as 
shall  be  thought  necessary  for  the  public  or  city  purposes  ;  and 
may  enforce  the  collection  of  all  dues  and  impositions,  except  fines, 
penalties  and  forfeitures,  in  the  same  manner,  as  is  now  provided 
with  respect  to  city  taxes.  And  tenants  in  possession,  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  the  payment  of  taxes  imposed  upon  premises  occupied  by 
them,  without  its  operating,  however,  to  alter  the  nature  of  con- 
tracts between  landlords  and  tenants. 

5  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  any  person  called  upon  to  pay 
any  tax  due,  or  imposition  levied,  or  irnpos  d  by  the  said  Corpora- 
tion, shall  deny  their  right  to  impose  or  collect  the  same,  the  col- 
lector shall  not  proceed  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof  by  distress 
and  sale  of  the  parties  goods;  provided  said  person  shall,  before 
the  time  of  such  distress  or  sale  of  goods  distrained  therefor,  ^o 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  city,  and  with  one  good  se- 
curity resident  of  the  eity,  and  satisfactory  to  the  justice,  and  shall 
confess  judgment  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in 
double  the  sum  demanded,  with  a  condition  annexed  to  the  certi* 
ficate  of  the  confession  of  judgment,  that  if  the   said  Mayor  and 
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ouncil  shall  recover  judgment  in  Baltimore  county  court,  on 
the  said  confession,  upon  the  real  merits  of  the  demand,  then  the

?.  i  HE  hour  of  me,  Dg  of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, shall  he  at  3  o'clock  P.  M. :  at  which  time  the  President  shall 
take  the  chair,  and  all  the  members  their  seats.    They  shall  remain 

uncovered   during  the  sitting   of  the  Branch Absent  members 

shall  be  sent  for,  if  required  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

2.  A  quorum  being  present  the  roil  shall  be  called  in  the  nume- 
rical order  of  the  wards,  except  that  the  President  shall  on  this, 
and  all  other  occasions,  be  first  called.  The  Journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day  shall  then  be  read  over. 

3.  The  President  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  he  shall 
pronounce  the  decision  of  the  Branch  on  ail  subjects;  and  he  shall 
decide  questions  of  order  without  debate,  unless,  entertaining  doubts 
on  the  point,  he  calls  for  the  sense  of  the  Branch;  he  may  speak 
on  points  of  order,  only,  rising  from  his  seat.
